been tempted, in later years, to 
have the rosters checked to see 
if his name turned up, but I 
never did. It was not important, 
and I prefer to believe he was 
telling the truth. Old soldiers of 
any war like to talk about it to 
enchanted young boys. 


This reminder of Old Man Bean 
came by reading that it was 
March, 1862, the Monitor and the 
Merrimac fought a four-hour bat- 
tle off Hampton Roads, Va. It 
was a draw, but the Merrimac 
had to withdraw and the Union’s 
doomed wooden fleet was saved. 


Old Man Bean must have served 
on the Merrimac or seen her be- 
cause he was the only one to tell 
me about the pipes she had for 
releasing boiling water and steam. 
Not many of the history books in 
our time mention this, but both 
the ironclads were so fitted out. 
Boarding was one of their fears, 
each vessel being slow and diffi- 
cult to handle. But my old friend 
was embellishing a story, when 
he told of men leaping on the 
sloping sides of the Merrimac, 
and of their screams when they 
were scalded with steam and 
water. He pictured them slowly 
losing hold and slipping off into 
the water. It was enough to make 
a young boy’s eyes pop and mine 
did. 


No Record 


There is no record of this. The 
Merrimac’s steam and boiling wa- 
ter vents were placed forward 
near the ram. The designers had 
been concerned that the enor- 
mous pointed iron ram _ might 
become engaged and sailors from 
the other ship could board via 
the ram. The steam pipes were 
fixed to cover it. 


The Confederates had hoped lit- 
erally to lasso the Monitor by 
throwing a chain around her gun 
turret and then towing her to the 
shore for grounding and destruc- 
tion. But the Monitor proved 
much more maneuverable, and 
easily escaped. 


Several European nations had 
observers in America during the 
Civil War. One of these, a Swiss 
named Ferdinand Le Compte, 
witnessed the battle in March, 


1862. His immediate conclusion, 
reported to his governmgfit, and 
later published in t United 


States, was accurate. 


“The old wooden navies of the 
world, those colossi of 120 guns, 
which made the pride of England 
and of France, are now only de- 
cayed powers in the presence of 
the heavy calibers and the ar- 
mored vessels created by the 
Americans.” 


Similar Stage 


All of which reminds us that 
we almost certainly reached a 
similar stage in warfare when 
the atomic weapon was dropped 
at Hiroshima. Our image of war 
‘s such that it is difficult to com- 
prehend that the great armada 
gathered by Gen. Eisenhower for 
the invasion of German-held 
France is as obsolete as wooden 
war ships after 1862. 


One of the difficulties with the 
debate over our missile program 
is the impossibility of envisioning 
it. The Merrimac and Monitor 
and their destructive power in 
combat with wooden vessels was 
plain in all its details. But mis- 
siles are different. The experts 
know. But they are relatively 
few. Outside America the peoples 
of the world are terribly con- 
cerned about radioactive ‘‘fall 
out”? from bomb tests. But Amer- 
icans, though the evidence of it 
is in milk they and their children 
drink and in the vegetables eaten, 
accept the statement there is no 
need to worry about it. In the 
same confidence we are undis- 


tupbed about missiles. 


We have, without question, been 
outdistanced in the field of outer 
space and in missiles, though our 
defense posture presently is good. 
But in the anniversary month of 
the Merrimac and Monitor one is 
reminded of what might have hap- 
pened had not the Union matched 
the Merrimac. And some of us 
worry. 
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Both Kennedy and Vice Pres- 
ident Nixon were rolling up a 
spectacular and perhaps record- 
high vote on the presidential pre- 
ference poll in this Republican 
stronghold state. 


Kennedy's vote was startling be- 
cause he was running well ahead 
of the usual 2-1 ratio of Repub- 
lican to Democrat votes. 


With one-third of the state’s 300 
precincts reported,-the unofficial 
tabulation showed Nixon only 
about 2,500 votes ahead of Ken- 
nedy out of a total of nearly 
23,000 votes cast. 


The two presidential hopefuls, 
however, were not running aginst 
each other, as in a general elec- 
tion. Each was on a separate bal- 
lot and the voters could not cross 
party lines. 


Kennedy campaign headquar- 
ters here Tuesday night issued a 
victory statement. 


Bernard L. Boutin; campaign 
chairman in New Hampshire, 
wired the senator at Madison, 
Wis.: 

. on the basis of early re- 
turns, it appears you have shat- 
tered the historic 2-1 grip the 
Republican Party has had over 


the Democratic Party in New 
Hampshire presidential pri- 
maries.”’

HONOLULU, Hawaii (AP) 
Four Soviet soldiers, safe on a 
U.S. aircraft carrier after drift- 
ing 49 days in the Pacific, told 
their rescuers Tuesday they got 
so hungry they ate shoe leather. 


The men, picked up about 11 
p.m. E.S.T. Sunday by the aircraft 
carrier Kearsarge, appeared to be 
recovering as the carrier steamed 
toward San Francisco. Each lost 
35 to 40 pounds. 


The skipper of the Kearsarge, 
Capt. Robert L. Townsend of Har- 
lingen, Tex., relayed their story 
to Pacific Fleet Headquarters at 
Pearl Harbor. 

The men said they were on 
training exercises in a 50 - foot 
landing craft off Etorofu-to Island 
in the Kuriles, north of the Japa- 
nese Hokkaido Island. A severe

storm swept them to the south- 
west. 


They drifted about 1,000 miles. 

“They lost control-of the boat 
and were swept out to sea,” 
Townsend reported. ‘“‘They had 
only vodka, three cans of jerky 
beef and one loaf of bread.”’ The 
Navy said their only water was 
gathered from rainfall. 


The Soviets asked Tuesday 
where they were being sent and 
expressed a strong desire to re- 
turn to their homeland. They were 
told the Kearsarge expected to ar- 
rive at San Francisco about 
March 15. 


The men were leaning a7ainst 
the superstructure of their boat 
when a twin-engine Navy - patrol 
plane from the Kearsarge spotted 


them 1,000 miles west northwest 
of Midway Island. 


The Kearsarge, 15 miles away, 
changed course and launched res- 
cue helicopters. 


The Soviets were taken aboard 
and given hot soup, bread, coffee 
and cigarets. 


The ranking soldier, Sgt. Victor 
Zygonschi, 21, asked first for vod- 
ka but, when handed a bow! of 
hot soup and bread, accepted 
gratefully. 


“When they landed,’ Townsend 
said, “they had long, unkempt 
hair, beards and red-rimmed eyes, 
and the state of their uniforms 
testified to their ordeal.” 

The men told their story in Rus- 


sian to Chief Aviation Mechanic 
Philip Kaznetzoff of Detroit. None

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A-Bomb Test

Believed Near 


NEW DELHI, India (#—Communist China plans 
to join the nuclear club this month by exploding a small 
atomic bomb with Soviet help, a member of Parliament 


said Tuesday. 


Dr. Raghuvira, who claims to 
have wide contacts in Red China, 
said the date for the test is March 
28. 


He told Parliament the explo- 
sion would be set off near Drum- 
chi, the capital of Communist 
China's far-western Province of 
Sinkiang. Western scientists have 
reported that atomic research is 
under way in that area, and an 
atomic explosion would come as 
no great surprise to them 


Raghuvira said he believes Red 
China is making more rapid prog- 
ress in. nuclear work than 
France. He added that he is sure 
China “already has some kinds 
of atomic weapons. 


“The Chinese are just learn- 
ers,’ Raghuvira told a newsman 
after his statement in Parliament. 
“Russia is giving them a small 
atomic bomb of Hiroshima size.” 

Raghuvira added that the Red 
Chinese bomb actually would be 
about 70 to 80 per cent Soviet. 

He said his information had 
come to him “through a whole 
chain of people’’ and not from of- 
ficial sources. There was no con- 
firmation elsewhere. 


He is head of the International 
Academy of Indian Culture. His 
academy conducts literary re- 
search on Tibet, Mongolia, Red 
China and other countries. 


An atomic bomb for Communist 
China would bring new complica- 
tions to East-West disarmament 
negotiations. U.S. officials con- 
cede that any agreement with the 
Soviet Ynion to ban nuclear tests 
under international control would 
have to involve Peiping in some 
way.

The 
Combs also stayed home in Old 
Bridge. 


Combs, 25, a $119-a-week sheet 
metal worker, said he would take 
he case to the State Supreme 
Court, if necessary. 

Samuel Epstein, Combs’ attor- 
ney, said they would have had no 
case if the state had stopped adop- 
tion proceedings in 1958. It was 
learned that year that Alice Ma- 
rie’s IQ was 138, a near-genius 
level. 


But he said “they lulled these 
people into a feeling of false se- 
curity” by allowing them to go 
through adoption procedures be- 
fore rejecting them. 


The Combs gave Alice Marie a 
good home, he said. They have 
developed her present intelligence 
to its relatively high level. And 
they love her. 


It would break Alice Marie’s 
heart and the hearts of her foster 
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parents if she was taken away 
now, Epstein said. 

Deputy Atty. Gen. Eugene T. 
Urbaniak countered that Alice Ma- 
rie was turned over to the state 
by her natural mother. The Combs 
got her only on a boarding basis 
and agreed in writing they would 
have no adoption rights, he said. 


The State Board of Child Wel- 
fare believes Alice Marie would 
be better off in another home. 
It says the Combs would be un- 
able to send Alice Marie to col- 
lege. The board’s reports said the 
Combs have no books in the house.

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Montgomery Jails 33 Negroes; 
Police Break Up College Rally

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (#—Police 
broke up a Negro protest demon- 
stration at Alabama State College 
Tuesday and hauled 30 students 
and a faculty member off to jail. 


Two other Negroes were taken 
into custody at the jail while try- 
ing to get in to see the students 
under arrest. 


It was the second time in three 
da¥s that officers have stopped 
Negtoes from demonstrating pub- 
licly against the recent expulsion 
of nine students who took part 
in earlier anti-segregation activ- 
ities. 

But it was the first time any 
have been arrested. 


Police Commissioner L. B. Sul- 
livan, who announced Saturday 
that no more demonstrations would 
be tolerated, white or Negro, de- 
clared Tuesday, “‘We still stand 
firm on our intention to maintain 
law and order in Montgomery.” 


Turner was released from the| 


hospital Tuesday. 


The FBI entered the case but 
no arrests had been made. 


The students were arrested as 
they massed on the college cam- 
pus where about 1,000 men and 
women had voted to boycott the 
school Monday. The full impact 
of the strike is not expected to 
become evident, however, until 
registration for the new quarter 
is completed later this week. 


Students at Tuskegee, 40 miles 
east of here, stayed away from 
class in undetermined numbers 
Tuesday in a sympathy protest. 
Some carried placards around 
the campus proclaiming their de- 
mand for equal rights. 


Police lines formed quickly at 
Alabama State College when stu- 
dents milled about the campus 
Carrying signs and finally started 
walking toward the State Capitol. 


Thirty of them were herded 
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into a patrol wagon and squad 
cars and taken to the city jail. 


The faculty member, identified 
as Mrs. Jefferson Underwood of 
the Physical Education depart- 
ment, was taken into custody 
while standing in the student 
crowd. 


Meanwhile in New Orleans Tues- 


day students at the predomi- 
nently all-Negro Dillard Univer- 
sity, protesting ‘“‘the inhuman 


treatment of the Negro in the 
South,” paraded in front of the 
university in the first demonstra- 
tion of its kind in New Orleans. 


About 200 students took part in 
the orderly parade. 


In Concord, N.C., a hundred 
Negro students marched quietly 
from Barber-Scotia College into 
the downtown section in another 
protest against segregated lunch 
counter customs.

Won't Stop Blight 


As an aftermath of the Egleston re- 
zoning dispute and rejection by the Board 
of Aldermen of recommendations that it 
be cleared for construction of a 350-unit 
public housing project, the immediate 
question facing city pianners and leaders 
is what to do now. 

Obviously the first problem is to 
find a new site for the public hous- 
ing. But where can this be found in view 
of the board’s action Monday afternoon” 
Will alternate sites meet with the same 
objections and will pressure groups and 
ward courtesy override the over-all needs 
of the city? 

If this be the prospect, then the fu- 
ture of urban renewal is precarious in- 
deed. 

Meanwhile, the city has the problem of 
disposing of the Egleston property in 
which the Public Housing Authority has 
invested upwards of $500,000 in antici- 
pation there would be no zoning problem. 
Presumably it can get most of its money 
back through sale of the tract but cer- 
tainly additional delays can be antici- 
pated in the whole program now and in 
the future. 

Unless this problem of finding places 
for people to live can be solved, we are 
doomed to encirclement by slums and 
constantly spreading blight. 

“We cannot solve the Negro rehous- 
ing problem by ignoring it,’ Mayor 
Hartsfield declared. “You might as well 
try to ignore a wall of water—you either 
channel it or become inundated.” 

The mayor again cited the happy ex- 
perience of other cities which already are 
reaping the benefits of renewal. Once the 
program is started, you cannot proceed 
fast enough. 

The November issue of Engineering 
News-Record had a special section de- 
voted to what it considers the outstanding 
job being done in the nation in rebuild- 
ing a city. It describes the record of Pitts- 
burgh, which has “demonstrated how a 
community on the downgrade can arrest 
its slide, reverse the trend and build 
anew.” 7 

“Pittsburgh,” the magazine said, “‘is a 
shining example of what engineering 
planning, political leadership and busi- 
ness support can do to _ initiate and 
carry out a program of reconstruction 
and development. Since few cities 
are in a worse state than Pittsburgh was 
—the example it provides can cover al- 
most any set of circumstances.” 

Atlanta’s problem cannot be overcome 
by ignoring facts and evading decision. 
It will be worsened by doing.so. And no 
amount of hard work and planning to set 
a progressive course for the future. can 
succeed without support of the Board of 
Aldermen and the people.

Gov. Powell’s Charges 
Were Politically Stupid 


No more oafish or politically stupid 
act has been committed in 1960 than the 
whining comment from Gov. Wesley 
Powell of New Hampshire that Sen. John 
Kennedy was “soft” on communism. 

Gov. Powell is New Hampshire chair- 
man for Vice President Nixon. His state- 
ment almost surely caused the Nixon 
office to leap and cry piteously aloud in 
private and hurriedly to make public a 
denial and an affirmation of belief in 
Sen. Kennedy’s loyalty. Mr. Nixon 
equated it with his own. 

Mr. Powell and one of the Manches- 
ter newspapers are hangovers from the 
old Joe McCarthy days.

In a sense this is for Mr. Nixon, too, 
a chicken coming home to roost. In his 
congressional campaigns he was free with 
the charge of being soft on communism.

We, the students of the six affiliated institutions forming the 
Atlanta University Center — Clark, Morehouse, Morris Brown, and 
Spelman Colleges, Atlanta University, and the Interdenominational 
Theological Center—have joined our hearts, minds, and bodies in 
the cause of gaining those rights which are inherently ours as members 
of the human race and as citizens of these United States. 


” 


We pledge our unqualified support to those students in this 
nation who have recently been engaged in the significant movement 
to secure certain long-awaited rights and privileges. This protest, 
like the bus boycott in Montgomery, has shocked many people through- 
out the world. Why? Because they had not quite realized the unanimity 
of spirit and purpose which motivates the thinking and action of the 
great majority of the Negro people. The students who instigate and 
participate in these sit-down protests are dissatisfied, not only with 
the existing conditions, but with the snail-like speed at which they 
are being ameliorated. Every normal human being wants to walk the 
earth with dignity and abhors any and all proscriptions placed upon 
him because of race or color. In essence, this is the meaning of the 
sit-down protests that are sweeping this nation today. 


We do not intend to wait placidly for those rights which are 
already legally and morally ours to be meted out to us one at a time. 
Today’s youth will not sit by submissively, while being denied all of 
the rights, privileges, and joys of life. We want to state clearly and 
unequivocally that we cannot tolerate, in a nation professing democ- 
racy and among people professing Christianity, the discriminatory 
conditions under which the Negro is living today in Atlanta, Georgia— 
supposedly one of the most progressive cities in the South. 


Among the inequalities and injustices in Atlanta and in Georgia 
against which we protest, the following are outstanding examples: 


(1) Education: 


In the Public School System, facilities for Negroes and 
whites are separate and unequal. Double sessions con- 
tinue in about half of the Negro Public Schools, and 
many Negro children travel ten miles a day in order 
to reach a school that will admit them. 

On the university level, the state will pay a Negro to 
attend a school out of state rather than admit him to 
the University of Georgia, Georgia Tech, the Georgia 
Medical School, and other tax-supported public insti- 
tutions. 


According to a recent publication, in the fiscal year 
1958 a total of $31,632,057.18 was spent in the State 
institutions cf higher education for white only. In the 
Negro State Colleges only $2,001,177.06 was spent. 
The publicly supported institutions of higher education 
are inter-racial now, except that they deny admission 
to Negro Americans. 


(2) Jobs: 


Negroes are denied employment in the majority of city, 
state, and federal governmental jobs, except in the 
most menial capacities. 


(3) Housing: 


While Negroes constitute 32% of the population of 
Atlanta, they are forced to live within 16% of the area 
of the city. 


Statistics also show that the bulk of the Negro popula- 
tion is still: 


a. locked into the more undesirable and overcrowded 
areas of the city; 


b. paying aeproportionally higher percentage of income 
for rental and purchase of generally lower quality 
property; 


c. blocked by political and direct or indirect racial 
restrictions in its efforts to secure better housing. 


(4) Voting: 


Contrary to statements made in Congress recently by 
several Southern Senators, we know that in many coun- 
ties in Georgia and other southern states, Negro college 
graduates are declared unqualified to vote and are not 
permitted to register.

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(5) Hospitals: 


Compared with facilities for other people in Atlanta and 
Georgia, those for Negroes are unequal and totally 
inadequate. 


Reports show that Atlanta’s 14 general hospitals and 
9 related institutions provide some 4,000 beds. Except 
for some 430 beds at Grady Hospital, Negroes are 
limited to the 250 beds in three private Negro hospitals. 
Some of the hospitals barring Negroes were built with 
federal funds. 


(6) Movies, Concerts, Restaurants: 
Negroes are barred from most downtown movies and 
segregated in the rest. 

Negroes must even sit in a segregated section of the 
Municipal Auditorium. 

If a Negro is hungry, his hunger must wait until he 
comes to a “colored” restaurant, and even his thirst 
must await its quenching at a “colored” water fountain. 


(7) Law Enforcement: 

There are grave inequalities in the area of law enforce- 
ment. Too often, Negroes are maltreated by officers 
of the law. An insufficient number of Negroes is em- 
ployed in the law-enforcing agencies. They are seldom, 
if ever promoted. Of 830 policemen in Atlanta only 35 
are Negroes. 


We have briefly mentioned only a few situations in which we are 
discriminated against. We have understated rather than overstated 
the problems. These social evils are seriously plaguing Georgia, the 
South, the nation, and the world. 


We hold that: 


(1) The practice of racial segregation is not in keep- 
ing with the ideals of Democracy and Christianity. 

(2) Racial segregation is robbing not only the segre- 
gated but the segregator of his human dignity. 
Furthermore, the propagation of racial prejudice 
is unfair to the generations yet unborn. 

(3) In times of war, the Negro has fought and died for 
his country; yet he still has not been accorded first- 
class citizenship. 

(4) In spite of the fact that the Negro pays his share 
of taxes, he does not enjoy participation in city, 
county and state government at the level where 
laws are enacted. 

(5) The social, economic, and political progress of 
Georgia is retarded by segregation and prejudices. 

(6) America is fast losing the respect of other nations 
by the poor example which she sets in the area of 
race relations. 2 


It is unfortunate that the Negro is being forced to fight, in any 
way, for what is due him and is freely accorded other Americans. It is 
unfortunate that even today some people should hold to the erroneous 
idea of racial superiority, despite the fact that the world is fast moving 
toward an integrated humanity. 


The time has come for the people of Atlanta and Georgia to take 
a good look at what is really happening in this country, and to stop 
believing those who tell us that everything is fine and equal, and that 
the Negro is happy and satisfied. 


It is to be regretted that there are those who still refuse to recog- 
nize the over-riding supremacy of the Federal Law. 


Our churches which are ordained by God and claim to be the 
houses of all people, foster segregation of the races to the point of 
making Sunday the most segregated day of the week. 


We, the students of the Atlanta University Center, are driven by 
past and present events to assert our feelings to the citizens of Atlanta 
and to the world. 


We, therefore, call upon all people in authority—State, County, 
and City officials; all leaders in civic life—ministers, teachers, and 
business men; and all people of good will to assert themselves and 
abolish these injustices. We must say in all candor that we plan to 
use every legal and non-violent means at our disposal to secure full 
citizenship rights as members of this great Democracy of ours.

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that again. It is perfectly foolish 
for them to do anything like 
that.

The Democrat who fooled the 
whole nation when he won the 
presidential election in 1948 said 
he had not announced support for 
any Democratic candidate for 
this year’s election.

The Dollar Duel 


Now that Jack Paar is back, Mickey Mantle may 
be the only person in the country who has recently 
turned down a $60,000 a year job. 


Mr. George Weiss, the New York Yankee generalissimo, has 
made it pointedly clear that Mantle must squeeze by on that paltry 
sum this summer. The Yankees, of course, would like to pay Mantle 

poems More, but in baseball they always 
gauge a player’s salary on what he 
did last year. And there is considerable 
doubt whether Mantle earned $60,000 
last summer. 


ig Se As Mr. Weiss has noted, few .285 
Niet a hitters earn 60 grand. To quote precise 
market figures, the Yankees are offer- 
ing Mantle $210 per point on the basis 
of last year’s achievements. 


If Mantle had played back to his 
1956 form, the Yankees would have 
been delighted to pay Mickey at least 
$80,000. Mantle poled 52 homers, drove 
in 130 runs and batted .353, sweeping 
the triple crown in the American 
League.

He was heralded as a future Babe 


: 7 Ruth from both sides of the plate, and 
Outlar a tape to measure his homers was 
standard equipment around the Stadium. Last season, however, 


Mantle drove in a mere 75 runs, socked 31 homers and batted only 
285. In fact, he led the American League in only one batting de- 


partment. He nosed out Woody Held of Cleveland and Harmon 
Killebrew of Washington in the strikeout derby by swishing 126 
limes. 


No lesser authority than Mr. Casey Stengel places a large portion 
of the blame for the Yankee skid all the way to third place on the 
broad shoulders of ‘M. Mantle. 


—Ten Pins Instead of Pinstripes 


In rebuttal, Mantle can point out that, though he did less for 
the Yankees than usual, he did more than any other Yankee. Some 
had higher batting marks, but the over-all statistics prove that 
Mantle was still more aggressive against rival pitchers than any 
of his playmates. 


Unaccustomed to cuts and sans the customary World Series 
checks, several of the Yankees were not elated over the salary 
price Mr. Weiss inked on their contracts. After considerable bicker- 
ing and negotiating, however, all of the former champions are now 
in the fold except Mantle. 


He is in Joplin, Mo., where he owns a swanky motel. Fur- 
thermore, he says that he has no intentions of going to St. Pete 
to converse with Mr. Weiss. In fact, Mantle says he does not 
intend to call Mr. Weiss when he getS hack to Dallas, where a 
call would cost only $1.71, provided an agreement was reached 
in three minutes. 


Mantle owns a bowling alley in Dallas, and he apparently plans 
to keep those ten pins rolling all summer long. 


Mr. Weiss, who seldom sounds off for publication, gave Mantle 
a hydrogen blast last week. He pointed out that Mantle, now 28, 
should grow up. He avowed that the Yankees do not intend to baby 
Mantle, any more than they intend to pay him $75,000, which he 
reportedly made last year. Weiss added that the Yankees do not 
intend to beg Mantle or anyone else to accept their dough. 


—Weiss Should Mention KC and DC 


In a careless moment, Mantle r@émarked that he would like to 
be traded. Presumably Mickey forgot that the Yankees do most of 
their trading with a club named Kansas City. 


Perhaps Weiss should mention to. Mantle that he is negotiating 
with Kansas City, since Mantle refuses to negotiate with the Yan- 
kees. Mere thought of being exiled to the Athletics should shock 
Mantle into rendering his signature at virtually any figure Weiss 
mentions. Kansas City has one or two batsmen who infrequently 
soar to .285, but none of them make $60,000. 


If Mantle wasn’t sufficiently stunned by the idea of working for 
a second division club, Weiss could inject Washington into the 
conversation. Prospects of becoming a cellarite Senator should 
frighten any Yankee out of his proud pinstripes. Weiss can also 
point out that Killebrew, who hit 11 more homers than Mantle, and 
Jim Lemon. who hit two more, aren't even making $60,000. And he 
may also assure Mantle that he would make a few thousand less 
than $59,000 with Washington. 


Of course, Mr. Weiss is in an embarrassing position. The 
Yankees have no one to replace Mantle. It was obvious last sea- 
son that Mr. Casey Stengel is no push button manager, a 
charge Jimmy Dykes leveled against Joe McCarthy. If Casey 
were a push button pilot, he would have pushed the button last 
summer. For there were numerous occasions—154 games to be 
exact—when the Yankees were in panic need of reinforcements. 


‘‘T honestly don’t believe I'll get to St. Pete this spring, for I 
don’t think the management is bluffing,’’ Mantle recently stated. 
‘| know I’m not.” 


Mantle may not get to St. Pete. But you can bet your last 
Indian head penny that he'll get to Yankee Stadium. And if he 
sticks to his bowling, he'll probably get some $70,000. 

Mr. Weiss can get thousands of dollars merely by signing his 
name on a check. But he can’t get an adequate replacement even 
for a .285 hitter. Kansas City simply doesn’t have any Mantles in 
stock.
